RUSSIAN CELEBRATION 


May 1 was. as usual, a big day in Mo sco w. 
A millio n wo rkers p araded in the Red Square, 
saluted by Bo ss Stalin. There were no table 
features in the celebratio n. 
One was the o p en co ntemp t sho wn fo r 
Eng land, which has been reg arded as an in­ 
fo rmal ally o f Russia ag ainst the Fascist 
co untries. There were banners sho wing the 
British Lio n with its tail tied to a canno n 
barrel rep resenting the “Ro me-Berlin ax is.” 
Russia clearly is anno y ed by the new British 
friendship with Italy . 
There also was a May Day manifesto fro m 
the Co mmunist Internatio nale blaming Bri­ 
tain fo r the p resent p lig ht o f China, lo y alist 
Sp ain. Austria and Czecho slo vakia. There is 
an unp leasant amo unt o f truth in that. 
Britain’s sup p o rt o f demo cracy lately is half­ 
hearted. Yet it is hard to think o f Stalin’s 
Russia, with its dictato rship and treaso n 
trials and esp io nag e, as a real friend o f de­ 
mo cracy . 
Ano ther feature was the military * demo n­ 
stratio n. A g reat disp lay o f mo dern bo mb­ 
ing p lanes, big tanks by the hundred and 
o ther fig hting equip ment, sug g ested that 
Russia is ready fo r any fo e in sp ite o f her 
internal tro ubles. It was a p lain warning to 
Hitler no t to start any thing o n the Russian 
fro nt.

There is much unrest abroad in the 
land, which is not surprising in v iew 
of the fact tha t one depression is 
hardly ov er before w e are plagued 
w ith a n oth e r , 
w ith a ll th a t 
this means in 
the way of un- 
sm p lo y m e n t 
and suffering. It 
is only natural, 
therefore, 
that 
those who suf­ 
fer keenly from 
ju r e c on om ic 
maladjustm ents 
sh ou ld 
look 
icross the water 
at the ex peri­ 
m e n ts 
b e in g 
c on d u c te d in 
c om m u n i s m 
in Russia, and 
in fascism in Germ any and Italy , and 
wonder whether dem ocracy and in­ 
div idualism are not outmoded. It is 
w ell that they look, for if they look 
with an open m ind, and with any ca ­ 
pacity for w eighing the ev idence, 
they w ill certa inly conclude that, bad 
a^ conditions a re here, they are in­ 
finitely better than they are under 
the three dictatorships. What will 
happen with the ex perim ent of France 
is still to be seen. 
Speaking first of the m a terial things 
of life, the situation in this country is 
much better than in any of the dicta­ 
torships.

worker is about on a par, so far as 
food, housing and clothing is con­ 
cerned with our unem ploy ed on re­ 
lief and the standard of liv ing of the 
peasant is on a par with our sha re­ 
croppers. In his tw elv e y ears in Rus­ 
sia, during which he trav eled ex ten­ 
siv ely , Chamberlin did not find a 
single peasant who had an automo­ 
bile or a telephone, both of which 
are commonplaces among American 
farmers.

Russia 
as 
ev ery one 
knows, m illions of peasants were al- 


low ed to die of starv ation for the hy ­ 
pothetica l good of the future state— 
som ething tha t would nev er be toler­ 
ated in a dem ocracy w here the rulers 
are responsible to the people. 
In Germany there are recurrent 
shortages of butter, eggs, pork and 
other foodstuffs; and the people are 
forced to tighten their belts so that 
funds may be a v a ila ble for rearma­ 
ment. Sim ila rly in Ita ly the decline 
in real wages and the increase in tax es 
attest to the fa ct that a dictatorship 
with m ilitary aim s is not calculated 
to im prov e the econom ic condition of 
the people. 
In a ll three dictatorships, In fact 
the indiv idual is sacrificed to the sup­ 
posed interests of the sta te and v ast 
schemes of m ilitary and industrial ex ­ 
pansion are regarded a s of more im­ 
portance than the econom ic w ell-be­ 
ing of the people. 
Important as m a teria l w ell-being 
is, it is not ev ery thing. Ev en though 
a dictatorship raised the standard of 
liv ing it would be inferior to a dem oc­ 
racy if it denied to its people certain 
fundam ental human rights such as 
freedom of press, speech, a ssem bly , 
election, religion, and tra de-union or­ 
ganization, security against arbitrary 
arrest and imprisonment, and aga inst 
unreasonable searches and seizures. 
And ev ery one of these rights tha t are 
regarded as fundam ental in this coun­ 
try are regula rly v iolated in the three 
dictatorships. 
In another important respect de­ 
mocracy is superior to dictatorship. 
W hether or no democracies can pre­ 
pare for and wage wars as effectiv ely 
as dictatorships, they are much less 
likely to start them. The nex t world 
war w ill not owe its origin to the 
action of dem ocratically gov erned 
states, for they are sincerely desirous 
of m ainta ining peace. The policies 
and a ctiv ities that lead to wa r—m ili­ 
tarization of the population, sabre- 
rattling speeches glorify ing war, and 
direct and indirect interference in 
the internal affairs of other countries 
—these are today the characteristic 
policies of the dictatorships, not the 
democracies.

law a nd o rder. T hey call fo r a 
co m p lete 
abo litio n o f m artia l law. T hey are o p p o sed to the 
g o vernm ent using th e natio nal g uard to p ro tect the 
rig h t o f w o rkers to w o rk w hen strikes are o n. 
If the rig h t to w o rk is no t a s im p o rtant a s a ny 
o th e r civil rig h t to w hich m an is heir, we h ave no 
co ncep tio n o f liberty . W e do no t believe the m em ber* 
o f the Am erican Civil L iberties Unio n have m uch 
|co ncep tio n of ratio nalizing liberty with gov ernment.
